Incident Details: Passenger vehicle struck the rear of a tractor trailer at the start of a work zone taper.

Emergency vehicles investigated the scene from the Eastbound I-44 lanes and closed the two left lanes 
before Madison from (2:41 am - 5:46 am).

Incident Details: A MoDOT Emergency Response unit stopped in the traffic lanes to remove a mattress from the roadway. The driver of a motorcycle 
failed to observe the MoDOT vehicle with emergency lights/arrow board activated and struck the rear of the MoDOT vehicle. The motorcyclist was 
transported to a local hospital and pronounced shortly after arrival. 

Action Taken: The TMC was in the process of entering the debris stop when the ER operator advised that his vehicle had been struck. The TMC 
supervisor immediately contacted St. Louis City PD and EMS to notify them of the crash. The incident was entered into event manager and DMS boards 
were activated. This also auto generated the closure into TMS to alert drivers. An additional MoDOT Emergency Responder was dispatched to assist with 
traffic control.

The TMC dispatched MoDOT ER 
to the scene with confirmation from Pevely PD that PD, Fire and EMS services were enroute. The vehicle count came to three tractor trailers, a RV, a truck 
pulling a camper, SUV and multiple passenger vehicles totaling 21.
